Southern 
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Horse dies, trainer critically injured 
in racetrack incident

Horse trainer Don Pleterski is 
expected to make a full recov¬ 
ery after the 66-year-old Toronto 
man was seriously injured dur¬ 
ing a pre-race warmup Sunday 
at Fort Erie Race Track. 

Track officials did not confirm 
the identity of the trainer, but 
Tim Orlando, a longtime family 
friend and fellow horse trainer 
at Woodbine, said Pleterski was 
transported by Niagara Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services to Erie 
County Medical Center in Buf¬ 
falo, where he remained in criti¬ 
cal condition on Monday. 

“We believe that it will be a 
long recovery process. He is 
going to pull through and that’s 
the most important thing." 

Niagara Regional Police and 
Niagara EMS were called to the 
track, at 230 Catherine St, at 5:10 
p.m. Police said prior to the eighth 
and final race, a horse on the track 
became skittish and lost its rider. 
The horse careened into a fence 
and injured a nearby trainer. 

“From what I understand, he has 
a fractured skull and internal inju¬ 
ries,” said Orlando, who was not at 


the track at the time of the incident 
Orlando became concerned 
when he learned Sunday’s final 
race was delayed. 

"In the horse racing commu¬ 
nity, everybody knows everybody. 
When we heard there was a delay 
and we weren’t seeing it on T^ I 
made some phone calls to get up 
to snuff with what was going on. 
That's when I found out," he said. 

Due to the injuries the ani¬ 
mal sustained, the four-year- 
old horse named Just Like David 
was euthanized. 

Orlando described the inci¬ 
dent as "tragic and unfortunate.” 

“In 30 years at Woodbine and 
in Fort Erie, I am not aware of a 
similar circumstance like this 
happening, although we have 
had, from time to time, some 
minor issues and accidents.” 

He stressed the incident “is a 
freaky, once-in-a-lifetime event” 
Orlando said trainers and jock¬ 
eys work together to "provide a safe 
environment for races” and the 
horses receive “the best of care.” 

“We are deeply saddened by 
the incident that occurred on Sun¬ 
day," said Tom Valiquette, chief 
operating and financial officer of 
Fort Erie Live Racing Consortium, 


“Our thoughts are with the trainer 
and his family, and all those 
involved in the incident” 

He said safety is “always a pri¬ 
ority” for patrons, staff and the 
horses at the track. 

“Injuries are very rare. This is 
the first serious incident at the Fort 
Erie Race Track smce the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium assumed 
operations in January 2010.” 

The final race of Sunday’s card 
was cancelled, as was training 
on Monday morning. Training 
and live racing resumed Tues¬ 
day as scheduled. 

The NRP criminal investiga¬ 
tions branch and forensic serv¬ 
ices as well as the Ministry of 
Labour attended the scene. 

The incident remained under 
investigation Monday by the 
ministry. "We were notified over 
the weekend about the incident,” 
said Janet Define, a spokesper¬ 
son for the ministry. 

“A horse bucked its rider and 
leapt over a fence, causing the 
owner of another horse to be hit 
and knocked unconscious. Our 
investigation is still ongoing,” 
she said.

Rural Ontario as separate province an appealing dream 


N ow that a few days have passed 
since the vote, Britons have 
stopped pinching themselves 
since there will be no awakening from the 
nightmare of Brexit. 

It’s all too real. Writing in the National 



Brexit result may prompt other separatist 
movements where none might have been 
expected a month ago. 

Take Ontario as a possible example. 

A number of years ago Bill Murdoch, 
maverick MPP for Bruce-Grey-Owen Sound, 



gave way to naked nationalism and the 
fear of neighbours who are different, 
creating deep fissures that will be 
impossible to repair." 

Does the Brexit victory mean the 
nativists, immigration-haters and 
assorted other neanderthals will win the 
day in the United States in November 
and elect Donald Trump? 

And what does this mean for Scotland’s 
independence movement since the Scots 
voted to stay in the EU? 

In Canada, will it stir up separatist 
fervour in Quebec once again and 
lead to yet another round of agonizing 
constitutional wrangling? 

Or how about in Alberta, where separatist 
sentiment has been bubbling just below the 
surface for generations? 

The move to get Britain out of the 
European Union was about more than 
just anti-immigration rhetoric and 
unreasonable fear. 

One factor was frustration with 
unresponsive bureaucrats. 

The conventional view of these 
bureaucrats is their heads are stuck 
firmly in the sand except for those 
moments when they look up long 
enough to deny yet another request from 
the people they are supposed to serve. 

Or to set up a committee to 
exhaustively examine an issue that 
everyone outside their tight litde circle 
already understands. 

Because of this frustration with 
bureaucracies that have taken on such a 
life of their own that they’ve forgotten for 
whom they are supposed to be working the 


the bureaucrats in Toronto behave like, well 
like bureaucrats in Toronto. 

Whether ids pushing through a trails 
bill that has a huge impact on private 
landowners without consulting private 
landowners, or approving wind turbines 
in municipalities where most of the 
population is opposed to them, the 
Ontario government has a unique way of 
snubbing its nose at anyone and everyone 
outside of the GTA. 

As rural schools continue to dose at the 
feet of the gods ofbigger-is-better, the anti- 
government sentiment is growing stronger 
and spreading to young parents who 
probably didn’t give it a thought before now. 

British Columbia last week recognized 
the value of some rural schools to the 
communities in which they are located 
and is working on a plan to keep them 
funded. 

Many others in that western province will 
close, but at least lip service has been given 
to the fact schools are about communities 
in some cases as much as about education. 

And they should be about 
communities more than about senior 
government strategic plans. 

In Ontario some parents and 
community activists concerned about 
rampant small school closings don’t 
even seem to be able to arrange an 
audience with government officials. 

So establishing the area outside the GTA 
as its own province is an appealing dream. 

Surely the fact it’s a recurring dream 
should cause a littie wakening at 
Queen’s Park, in light of Brexit.

No, the hot sunny days 
haven’t scrambled my 
thoughts. I embrace the heat 
and sunshine, and this is my 
kind of lune weather. I think 
the roses agree as they are 
showing off beautifully now, 
not only in our space but all

Snoring and Sleep Apnea 

You may ask what does condition and patients need 
snoring and sleep apnea to go through sleep studies. 


have to do with dentistry. It 
may surprise you that our 
mouth has a lot to do with 
snoring and sleep apnea. 
Obstructed Sleep Apnea 
(0SA) is a condition where 
a patient stops breathing 
during their sleep. It often 
happens when one’s tongue 
during sleep collapses back 
and obstructs one’s airway. 
It happens quite frequently 
and often it is ignored. Sleep 
apnea can not only lead to 
inadequate sleep for you and 
your spouse (feeling tired 
all day or falls asleep often 
during the daytime) but also 
be linked to (associated with) 
other medical conditions 
like circulatory diseases, 
diabetes and obesity. 

Since It is a medical 
condition, a dentist cannot 
diagnose sleep apnea. Only 
medical doctors or sleep 
doctors can diagnose this 


Once the sleep study is 
done, your sleep doctor can 
diagnose the condition and 
offer appropriate treatment 



options which may include 
CPAP and/or oral appliances 
which can be made by your 
dentist. 

Did you know that snoring 
and sleep apnea are related? 
When your tongue collapses 
to obstruct the airway, you 
get obstructive sleep apnea. 
When this obstruction is not 
complete (i.e. there is a small 
gap), your tissues around the 


airway vibrates and that is 
the root of snoring. If you 
suspect snoring, did you 
know a dentist can treat that 
condition? 

Next time, I will discuss 
how sleep disturbances 
can cause some of dental 
diseases. Meanwhile, if 
you suspect you are having 
sleep disturbances, discuss 
them with your healthcare 
professionals, your doctor 
and your dentist. It may 
cause more harm to your 
overall health than you think.

It not only gets her closer to the 
finish line of OneFoundation 
for Niagara Health System’s 
(NHS) Big Move Cancer 
Ride, it supports treatment for 
cancer patients at the NHS’s 
Walker Family Cancer Centre. 
Ogilvie knows first-hand as a 
radiation therapist how much 
the charity bike ride helps 
those who come through 
the Cancer Centre’s door — 


“It’s become that much more 
important to support the 
facility because everyone 
has been really good to her,” 
Ogilvie says. “My motivation 
comes from all the patients 
I see but also because it hits 
close to home.” 

Ogilvie will ride 100 
kilometres at the eighth 
edition of the Big Move 
Cancer Ride on Sunday, Sept. 
11. She’s been building up to 
it since accidentally missing

the Big Move Cancer Ride 
is really about having fun, 
says Kristina Manzi, the 
OneFoundation’s interim 
Director of Operations. 

‘Tt’s a ride, not a race,” she 
assures. 

So far, 160 people have 
signed up, committing to 
raise a minimum $500 in the 
process. All money stays in 
Niagara, where more than 
33,000 radiation treatments 
have been completed since the 
Walker Family Cancer Centre 
opened in 2013. 

Manzi hopes 500 people will 
strap on bike helmets come 
ride day. Because it’s not a 
competitive event, cyclists 
12 years of age and older can 
participate. They can prepare 
for the Big Move at weekly 
training rides held Thursdays 
at 6 p.m. at the Rockway 
Community Centre. 


Fundraising also doesn’t have 
to be an exercise in spinning 
your wheels. Riders have 
hosted garage sales, sold 
homemade dog treats, shaved 
their head, or simply put a 
collection jar in a busy spot to 
make their fundraising goals. 
Ogilvie’s hockey league holds 
a bottle drive to help her reach 
$500 in pledges. 

Forming a team of riders also 
helps, even if everyone cycles 
a different route on ride day. 
“We have some really strong 
fundraisers,” Manzi says. 
“The teams have a really 
unique way to help because 
it’s gets everyone (on the 
team) motivated.” 

Much like Ogilvie’s own 
reasons for riding have 
changed, so has the meaning 
of the event. Before the 
Cancer Centre opened, the 
theme was One Pedal at a 


Time, with a focus on building 
the centre so patients wouldn’t 
have to travel to Hamilton for 
radiation. 

This year’s theme is Inspired 
to Ride. Reasons to participate 
abound, Manzi notes, he 
it honouring a loved one’s 
memory, celebrating a 
recovery, or because the $2.8 
million raised so far has been 
used to buy tools to assist 
treatment. 

“It’s tough to find people 
around here who haven’t been 
touched by cancer in some 
way,” Manzi says. “I’ve been 
(organizing this event) for 
eight years and ... you get to 
see the spirit of why people 
participate in this. It’s really 
an emotional day on top of a 
fun ride.”

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Taste of green peas will bring back 
childhood memories 


ike many of us, I 
have fond memories 
ofpickingpeasin 
Grandma’s garden, running 
a thumb up the spine of that 
pod, popping them into our 
hand and shoving the sweet 
litde green spheres into my 
mouth. 

It's a complete rite of 
summer. If you or your kids 
haven’t had the pleasure, 
pick up some seeds later in 
the season and plant them 
yourself. They do like cooler 
weather. They do climb and 
have lots of litde tendrils, 
so green peas are from the 



legume family, are loaded 
with fibre and contain more 
protein in a 100 calorie, % 
cup serving, than an egg. 

So fresh or frozen, load 
up. You can even eat the 
sprouts and shoots. 

You’ll see them gar¬ 


nishing dishes in fancy 
restaurants. 

Fresh or frozen, add these 
sweet litde things to every¬ 
thing, like soups, stir ffys, 
stews, and salads.

NOTICE OF ROAD CLOSURE 
Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) 

From Wintemute Street to Courtwright Street 
In the Town of Fort Erie 

Purpose of Road Closure: 

Starting July 4, 2016 until August 5,2016, a full closure of Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) will occur 
between Wintemute Street and Courtwright Street. During this period, the contractor, Rankin 
Construction Inc. will replace the Central Avenue bridge by dismantling the existing bridge spans and 
subsequently sliding/jacking the new structure currently being constructed on the west side, onto the 
newly constructed substructure. Included in this task will be road construction on the north and south 
approaches to suit the new road profile. In addition, the intersection of Courtwright Street and Central 
Avenue will be reconstructed. 

Traffic Implications/Detour Route: 

During this closure, Regional Road 124 (Central Avenue) 
will not be accessible to the public between Wintemute 

as low-clearance trucks, will be able to access the north 

approved detour route. Vehicular traffic will be 
detoured via Regional Road 19 (Gilmore Road), Regional 
Road 122 (Thompson Road) and Regional Road 21 
(Phipps Street). Trucks over 3.7m clearance requiring 
access to streets north of the Central Avenue will be 
detoured using the QEW and Regional Road 25 
(Netherby Road). 

During the full closure, the intersection at Courtwright Street will also be closed. Courtwright Street 
will be temporarily converted to two-way traffic to accommodate this closure in order to maintain 
access to businesses and residences. It is anticipated that the temporary conversion will occur one week 
prior to the full closure. 

In addition, during the full closure, Wintemute Street will be re-opened to traffic to improve traffic 
movements around the work site. 

Pedestrians will continue to he detoured using the Niagara Parkway until the bridge slide and transition 
is complete. 

Heavy Vehicles Requiring Permit under the Niagara Parks Act: 

Please note that as a result of this detour, vehicles exceeding a gross weight of 5000kg must obtain a 
permit from The Niagara Parks Commission prior to accessing the Niagara Parkway.

Since the days of the log church there had been a rail fence 
designed as a hitch for horses during worship. In 1895, 
as the congregation had grown in the new brick structure, 
a “driving shed” was constructed between the church 
and the manse next door, nearly 400 feet in length.
